SEC,- CANADIAN PROVINCES TO SIGN HISTORIC AGREEMENT 
ON SECURITIES LAW ENFORCEMENT 

The Commission will sign an agreement with far-reaching implications for international 
enforcement of the securities laws with Canadian securities regulators. The agreement
is more comprehensive than any similar one signed to date. Signing will be on Thurs
day, January 7th at 11:00 a.m. in the Commission's Meeting Room, Room lClO, 450 Fifth 
Street, NW, washington, DC. (Press Release 88-1) 

CIVIL PROCEEDINGS 

CIVIL INJUNCTIVE ACTION FILED AGAINST MUSIKAHN CORPORA~ION, OTHERS 

The New York Regional Office filed a civil injunctive action on January 4 in the U.S. 
District Court for the Southern District of New York against Musikahn Corporation,
Citiwide Securities Corp., Gerard F. Binder, Ernest G. Barbella, Calvin Kohler, Arthur 
G. Wachs, Nabil Elkadi, Herbert S. Cannon, and Alan Deitch. 

The Complaint alleges that Musikahn and certain of the other defendants engaged in 
fraudulent conduct in connection with a public offering of Musikahn securities which 
occurred in July 1984 through March 1985, in violation of the antifraud provisions of 
the securities laws and applicable Commission rules. Among other things, the Co.
plaint alleges that Musikahn was able to close the offering, which required that a 
minimum of 2,500,000 units be sold, only by resort to non bona fide nominee trans
actions which certain of the defendants arranged. The~mPIiTn~rther alleges that 
subsequently Musikahn failed to file with the Commission certain periodic and other 
reports required by applicable laws and regulations, including annual and quarterly
reports, reports of its use of the offering proceeds and reports of certain corporate
events of Form 8-K. 

Simultaneously, Husikahn, Binder, Barbella, and Wachs consented to a Final Judgment
of Permanent Injunction against them in settlement of the Commission'S charges. (SEC
v. Musikahn Corporation, et al., 88 Civ. 0002, JES, USDC SDNY). (LR-11635) 

COMPLAINT NAMES WILLIAM RAY WHITE 

The Atlanta Regional and Miami Branch Offices filed a civil complaint on Dece.ber 14,
1987 in the" U.S. District Court for the Southern' District of Florida against William 
Ray White. The Complaint seeks preliminary and permanent injunctions enjoining White 
from further violations of the antifraud provisions. 

The Complaint alleges that White, representing himself to be a representative of a 
broker-dealer, induced a financial institution to· invest approximately $700,000 for 
the purchase of United States zero coupon treasury notes, and misappropriated the 
investor's funds. The Complairtt further alleges that White provided the investor 
with confirmations which falsely indicated that treasury notes, with a face value of 
$7 million, 'had been purchased on .argin. In addition, the Complaint alleges that 
White obtained and misappropriated an additional $238,000 from the financial institu
tion by falsely representing that funds were needed to aeet -margin calls- related to 
the purported investment. (SEC v. William Ray White, Civil Action No. 87-6971-CIVZLOCH). (LR-11636)
